New Delhi, the 4th June, 2009 

S.O. 1504(E).—Whereas M/s. Essar Power 
Transmission Company Limited, the licensee, with its 
corporate office at A-5, Sector, 3, Noida-201301 (UP) being 
a licensee for Interstate transmission of electricity' having 
a license under the Electricity Act, 2003 for the States of 
Madhya Pradesh, Chattisgarh and Gujarat; has applied for 
approval of the Government of India, Ministry' of Power; 

And whereas on 26.5.2008, vide letter No. I l/4/2007-PG. 
the Government of India, Ministry of Power, had granted 
to the Licensee approval under Section 68 of the Electricity 
Act, 2003 for the following Inter-State Transmission 
Lines, namely :— 

(i) Mahan STPS Switchyard-Sipat 400 kV D/C triple 
moose conductor. 

(ii) LILO of one ckt of existing 400 kV Vindhyachal- 
Korba line at Mahan STPP. 

(iti) Gandhar (NTPQ-Hazira 400 kV D/C twin moose. 

of approximately 432 Km. passing through agriculture lands 
of various villages, crossing over the National and State 
Highways, Railway Lines, Local Authority Area etc., 

And whereas the licensee has now requested to 
confer upon him all the pow'ers under Section 164 of the 
Electricity Act, 2003 which telegraph authority possess 
under the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 with respect to the

placing of telegraph lines and posts for the purposes of a 
telegraph established or maintained, by the Government or 
to be so established or maintained. 

Now, therefore, after careful consideration. 
Government of India, Ministry' of Power, confers, under 
Section 164 of the Electricity' Act, 2003, all the powers on 
the Licensee which telegraph authority possesses under 
the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 with respect to the placing 
of telegraph lines and posts for the purposes of a telegraph 
established or maintained, by the Government or to be so 
established or maintained subject to following terms 
and conditions for installing the above mentioned inter¬ 
state transmission lines for inter-state transmission of 
electricity, namely 

(i) the approval is granted for 25 years; 

(ii) the Licensee shail have to seek the consent 
of the concerned authorities i.e. local bodies. 
Railways, National Highways, State 
Highways etc before erection of proposed 
lines; 

(iii) Licensee shall have to follow regulations, 
codes of the appropriate commission 
regarding transmission, O & M, open access 

etc ; 

(iv) the Licensee has been entrusted with the 
responsibility-of constructing the 400 kV D/C 
Mahan - Sipat Transmission Line of length 
around 3 15 kms, starting from Mahan TPP in 
Singrauli district of Madhya Pradesh and 
terminating at Sipat (WR) Pooling Station of 
PGCI1, in Chattisgarh State LILO of Vindhyachal- 
Korba whose length is 20 km and 40D kV D /'C 
Transmission line from Jhanor in Bharuch district 
to Hazira in Surat district of Gujarat of length 97 
km The details of the line are published in the 
Gazette of India of January 10.2009; 

(v) the Licensee shall operate the lines after 
approval of Chief Electrical Inspector of 
respective States: 

(vi) the approval is subject to compliance by the 
Licensee to the requirement of the provisions 
of The Electricity Act. 2003 and the rules 
made thereunder.
